Judge Monroe 
y esterday granted a nonsuit in 
the 
action brought by Mrs. Marie Har- 
tung of Anaheim, asking to have her 
sister, Miss Alice L. Chevallier, who 
committed suicide, April 17, 19 07, de­ 
clared insane. 
Under the decision of 
the 
court all of the property left 
by 
the 
deceased will go under the will 
drawn three day s befort her death, to 
Mrs. Louise Holmes, also a sister, re­ 
siding on Jefferson street. 
In parsing upon the case Judge 
Monroe said it was plain to him th at 
the 
will had been draw n in view of 
her approaching suicide. 
It was the 
most natural thing in the world for 
her to give her property as she did, 
y et in view of the close relations be­ 
tween the sisters, it was a bit out of 
the ordinary . Miss Chevallier had left 
instructions as to th e location 
and 
value of her jproperty , told where her 
accounts were kept, and gave every 
evidence of being sane. 
She was a 
woman who had m any friends, was 
acq uainted with thousands of persons 
in this city 011 accountof her 
long 
connection with the Ville 
de 
Paris, 
y et there was not a single one of these 
people who knew her well to testify 
as to her insanity . There was not the 
slightest evidence th at she was of un­ 
sound mind. 
The case was dismissed and the 
costs of the suit were assessed to the 
plaintiff in the action, Mrs. Hartung. 
A statem ent filed in the Probate 
Court shows that the total value of all 
property , real and personal, left by 
MissChav allier, amounted to $8 3,000.- 
8 9. 
W ith the opinion expressed, the at­ 
torney for Mrs. Holmes cross-exam­ 
ined the witness, and by the time he 
had concluded his gruelling there was 
not much left of the original de c la re 
tion. 
The entire contention as to the 
alleged insanity of 
Miss Chevallier 
simmered down to w hether an act of 
suicide was proof positive of an un­ 
sound mind. 
Dr. Campbell said th at 
in his experience 8 5 per cent, of such 
cases are insane. 
However, he ad­ 
mitted th at the acts of Miss Cheval­ 
lier as to the disposition of her prop­ 
erty and the directions she left to her 
sister, 
Mrs. Holmes, regarding the 
combination of the safe where she 
ktpt h er money and valuables, indicat­ 
ed a sound mind. ^
